Asia Minor, in 1837, and was, consequently, sixty-three years of age. He entered the Turkish Cavalry when a 
mere boy, and as Sub-Lieutenant fought in the Turkish contingent in the Crimea, under Omar Pasha. Here 
he distinguished himself so much that he was promoted Lieutenant for his gallantry. He made the 
campaign against the Druses in 1860, became Captain,’ fought in the Cretan War of 1867, and in the 
Yemen campaigns of 1871 and 1872, having risen by this time to the rank of Colonel. In 1876, as Lieutenant-General, 
he was in command of the Turkish Army then operating in Servia, and won two great battles nt. Veliki-Igwor and 
Saitshar. For this success he was at once created Field-Marshal. When the Russo-Turkish War began in the spring 
of 1877 he was appointed to the command of 35,000 Turkish troops in Widdin. He was the ablest, the most admired, 
and most trusted officer in the Turkish Army, and quickly proved his competence upon thefield of battle. -

Win Distinction at 
Boshof, North-East of Kimberley. 


Lord Methuen on April 5 achieved a notable 
success to add to his previous victories, and has 
the satisfaction to report to Lord Roberts that 
his corps behaved very well. 

A Boer foree (said the Central News man in 
his lucid account) was threatening our flank, and 
a body of the Kimberley Light Horse and 
Yeomanry, numbering in all about 500, was sent to 
attack them. The British had with them a 
battery of artillery. The enemy were discovered 
yesterday, and before they could be attacked 
they had taken up a strong position on. a 
kopje. Lord Methuen was in command, and he 
immediately sent a body of Kimberley Light 
Horse to outflank the enemy's position. This 
was successfully accomplished, and the Boers 
were soon completely surrounded. — ' 

Under cover of an effective shell fire from our 
artillery, the same body of Light Horse which 
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had outflanked the enemy advanced towards the 
kopje under a heavy fire from the Boers. “The 
progress of the attacking force was, owing to the 
enemy's stubborn resistance, somewhat slow, and 
a body of Yeomanry supported the-attack. After 
three and a half hours’ heavy fighting the. Boers 
were driven from the kopje, and seeing that 
further resistance was useless, they 
Hoisted the White Flag 
and surrendered. - After the white flag had been 
hoisted, and when our men had made a move- 
ment forward to receive the enemy’s submission, 
a number of Boers fired a volléy ‘into the 
Kimberley Light Horse. A few of the Boers 
fired several rounds after this. We found that 
the captured force had been under the command 
of y 
Colonel Count de Villebois-Mareuil, 


a French officer, who had been killed in the 
fight. We took fifty-five prisoners, and the 
Boers had lost twelve killed and a number of 
wounded. . Although we had several. killed and 
wounded, our losses were less severe.- There is 
undoubted truth that the Boers were using soft- 
nosed and split-tipped bullets, and quantities of 
these were found on the pri-oners. Perhaps the 
majority of our prisoners are Boers, but there 
are Frenchmen, Germans, and Hollanders among 
them. Too much praise cannot be accorded to 
the gallant behaviour of the Yeomanry, who 
fought throughont with great skill. 


Colonel de Villebois-Mareuil, 


who acted as Chief of the General Staff in the 
Boer army, was a retired French Colonel. He 
left the Military Academy of Saint-Cyr in 1868, 
and received a commission as: Lieutenant. of 
Marine Infantry. 
Cochin China. 


In this capacity he served in | 


From the Marine Infantry he passed to the | 
Foot Chasseurs, and was a Captain in the Army 
of the Loire during the Franco-Prussian War. 


At the recapture of Blois he was 
wounded; and was decorated on the. field. 
Colonel de’ Villebois-Mareuil was only one of 
many foreign. mercenaries in the service of the 
Transvaal. He was fifty years of age.

The World's Show in Paris.—April 14 is the day | 


fixed for the opening of the Paris Exhibition of 1900. Not 
‘only is the superficial area of this year’s spectacle in excess 
of its trio of predecessors, but its design is on an entirely 
different plan. The Universal Exhibition in Paris in 1866 
was held in a circular hall on the Champ de Mars. In 
1878 the open space on the Champ de Mars was more fully 
utilised, the rising ground on the other side of the Seine 
being taken in, the Trocadéro Palace here finding a place. 
In 1889 outhouses might be seen along the river, encroach- 
ing on the Esplanade des Invalides. As in 1878, the major 
portion of the show was confined to the grounds of the 
Trocadéro and Champ de Mars.  Bricfly, the three displays 
of 1866, 1878, and 1889 were. devised on a.given symmetrical 
plan around an axis formed by a straight line drawn from 
the centre of the Trocadéro, through the Alma Bridge, and 
the centre of the Champ de Mars to the middle court- 
yard of the Military Academy. This year's Exhibition 
is arranged on a much more intricate method, having not 
one axis but three axes. Speaking broadly, the general

He was afterwards made a partner, and on the 
death of Mr. Newbery took over the business, and con- 
tinued it until 1878, when he retired in favour of his son. 
As one of the founders of the Newsvendors' Provident 
Institution, Mr. Terry deserves the gratitude of the trade. 
For a long time he had much difficulty in convincing those 
interested of the importance of the Institution, and it was 
only after dá yoote of hard work that the first pension 
could be granted, as it was resolved from the beginning 
not to touch the eapitel, but only to employ the interest
